The patents and copyrights which Prov
fesmor Inckson had included to the amount
of 4800473, Mr. Ballard said he had
strock out because the patents had for
the most part explred and the surplus to
which the company was not entitled under
# falr rate of return hoad been suMcelent
in recant years to write off these patant
and copyright charges.

Ha also struck off an ltem of $6,000,000
listed in Jackson's appraisal as “going
comoern value and cost establishing the
businiess.” He assigned the same reason
for that cancellation. He =aid that the
high price of a commodity Increased the
cost of selling it and that the cost of
solling it was usually included In the
charge for the commodity

Itama approximating §10,000,000 could
fairly be canceled from the company's
appratenl, ssid Mr. Ballard, because In
two or thres years the surplus emnrnings
had more than ecancoled them as falr
chargea.

Mr. Ballard then showed exhiblts to
demonstrate why the cost of lighting
could be reduced to conwumers, supposing
the same methods used by the Cleveland
electric lighting plant were followed hera,
By these methods the lighting rate in
